It is not in any 


man or woman to say, "I am ab'e to 
save myself," but the one referred to 
in the text is the one who Is mighty 
to save to the uttermost. 
The work 


of grace must begin within. 
The 


reasori the outer life is not always 
what it ought to be is because the 
heart is not right. 
God must come 


into the heart, cleanse it from sin 
end make it like new. 
He is able to 


change the trend of disposition and 
appetite from the direction of intem- 
perance and ruin towards temperance 
and righteousness. 
There isn't a 
man who can overcome the 
liquor 
habit by simply signing a pledge or 
by his own will power. 
He will 


not get victory over strong drink un- 
til he yields .himself to God. 
He is 


able to keep man'from falling. 
The 
secret of man's perseverance, of his 
being ab'e to stand lies in his put- 
ting ills hand in God's.

James H. Clark, a locomotive eng- 


ineer 
, employed by v.ae Milwaukee 


road, residing at Portage, has invent- 
ed and patented a device -which-he 
believes will, 
wherever used make 


practically impossible railroad acci- 
dents at "danger points"—that is rail- 
road crossings, 
draw bridges, and 


switches, or other places at which ac- 
cidents from negligence are possible. 


The basis of the plan is an appar- 


atus on the track which will cause 
the "emergency air" to be applied au- 
tomatically 
when there is danger 


ahead. 
The trigger that applies the 


air is some 3,000 feet from the danger 
point, plenty of space in which 
to 


come to a dead standstill. 
The idea 


of applying the brakes to prevent ac- 
cidents, when the engineer overlooks 
danger signals, Mr. "Clark says is new. 


The device will be of little expense 


to the railroad companies, Mr. Clark 
says, and as he is a railroad man of 
twenty years' experience,; his opinion, 
that the plan is entirely practicable 
and cheap should go for something. 
All that is necessary 
to put the 


scheme 
in operation 
Is to bui'd a 


branch from the main air pipe run- 
ning from the engine to the train, ex- 
tend it to within a few inches of the 
ground, and so as to hang outside the

Owners of cattle will suffer incalcula- 
ble loss. 


Heavy rains must come Immediately 


to save what is left of Missouri's corn 
crop. The heat was a little less in- 
tense yesterday, but the agricultural 
conditions were less hopeful than be- 
fore. 


Forest flrea caused by sparks from 


locomotives falling on the 
parched 


woodlands of Arkansas are caiising 
great loss. Half a dozen conflagrations 
were reported yesterday. 


In Kansas, rain in forty-eight hours 


can save 40 per cent of the corn crop. 
The downpour, if it comes after to- 
morrow, will fall on devastated fields. 
Farmers In Iowa and Nebraska report 
the common cry for rain, 


Texas alone has gained relief from 


the drought. For the first time in two 
months a heavy rain fell in the Lone 
Star State yesterday.
